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WE NEED A VILLAGE COLLEGE j 


“Village Collége” is a ew weal 
to the people in this country, but 
it should be jas common as the,term 
“High School”, These: village colleg- 
es would) be situated in, about) thirty 
centres throughout Alberta and have 
a training capacity for about ten 
thousand students. 

An institution of this nature 
would cater to he wishes of a larg- 
er percentage of students. In.a re- 
cent survey it was found that only 
thirty per cent of the students in 
our High Schools are academically 
inclined. This means that seventy 
percent of our students were not 
capable of finishing High School, 
because Our pres@nt courses) are 
still largely academic, But these 
students would be interested in 
commercial, agricultural, 
management, imdiystrial, ‘health, 
social and cultural courses, But 
the academic students could be 
taught along with these other 
courses in a “Composite High 
School” or village college. 

A college of this type in Bassano 
would be very helpful to the stud- 
ents and (people for miles around. 
At present due to the loss of stud- 
ents in enlistments and moving. to 
war centres the high schools is this 
area have a smaller number of 
students than they should have es- 
pecially in grade twelve. .

fer a good water supply, irrigation 
for agricultural courses, pure drink- 
ing water for domestic use and 
sewage for the health of the stud- 
ents in the dormitories. The town 
has the services of a dentist, doctor 
and hospital, a theatre, a commun- 
ity hall and many other recreation- 
al centres. Bassano maintains a 
good fire brigade and steady water 
pressure in case of fire, which we 
all know can be very disasterous. 

The college in Bassano could be 
composed of six teachers and two 
hundred students. The courses of- 
fered would include agriculture, 
electricity, carpentry, stenography , 
bookkeeping and other courses to 
fit the needs of the students, 

The disadvantages of such a 
course are slowly being overcome 
The present school buildings would 
be to small and would have to be 
scrapped but many of them should 
be anyway. They cuuld however 
be used for intermediate and prim- 
ary grades. This is especially true 
in Bassano. The new buildings 
would require a large outlay of 
capital but this could be helped by 
government grants. The board and 
tuition would cost the parents a 
good deal but the benifits received 
would more than eaual the money 
spent, It is true that the dormitory 
students would have to leave home 
except for week ends but at no 
time would they be very far away 
from home. Vans would provide 
transportation to and from the col- 
lege following a definate route, 
each Friday and Sunday after noon 

A new system of using the build- 
ing in the evening for adult educa- 
tion could be set up for the benifit 
of the clver fclks in the community 
The college also would be a centre 
for evening activities —C. G, I. T. 
Boy Scouts, Cadets Red Cross 
vrek, Tadie’s Aid and other or- 
ganization.

To the women of the L.O.DE, 
in Lethbridge, Alberta, goes the 
credit for staffing on a voluntary 
basis the first Stamp Hut in 
Canada. Established In November 
of 1940 Canada’s First War, Sav- 
ings Stamp Hut, a _ formidable 


looking structure built. of. sand 


bags, hah sold to the, citizens of 
Lethbridge War Saving Stamps 
to the tune of more than $53,672. 
Located at one of main inter- 
sections of the town, the Hut is 
under the directtion of Mrs. S,.M. 
Rose. 

The daily sight of that sand bag 
‘building in the early days of the 
bombings over Europe was a grim 
reminder of the néed to buy War 
Savings Stamps to help provide 
the materials of war. 

After being exposed to. the 
destructive force of more than 
eight months of Alberta weather, 
however, the sand bags began to 
crumble and fall into the street. 
It was decided to rebuild the 
structure and the citizens of Leth- 
bridge, by then accustomed to pur- 
chasing their stamps from the Hut, 
donated the material. Lags were 
furnished by a nearby lumber 
camp. Soldiers, carpenters, and a 
contractor gave their time to the 
construction, and local merchants 
and organizations contributed 
paper, nkils and such furnishings 
as were required for the smal log 
cabin that wos erected. 

Commenting on the sales at the 
hut Mrs, Rose said: “We have al— 
ways been very proud of the Hut 
and our sales have increased 
monthly. The first month we were 
open we sold about a_ thousand 
dollars worth and in December of 
1943 we had increased our month— 


ly total to $3,013,25.”
